ASTHMA, a condition in which 
there are periodic attacks of dif­ 
ficult breathing, is known to have 
a number of different causes but 
in most cases It represents an 
allergic reaction. This means that 
the attack is brought on by the 
patient’s oversensitivity to some 
food or to something he has in-1 
haled, such as a particular type 
of dust, mold, or pollen. In other 
cases, the patient may be sensi­ 
tive to bacteria within his own 
body or, possibly to their prod­ 
ucts. 
Treatment, therefore, must a1-' 
ways Include a search for the 
substances to which the patient is 
sensitive so that harmful contact I 
with them may be eliminated. ( 
This often can be done by stu d y -1 
lng th* patient’s diet, and by 
carrying out skin tests, that is, 
injecting extracts of various sub­ 
stances Into the skin and noting 
whether a red reaction occurs at 
the point of Injection. 
Sensitive to Pollens 
Air filtering and air condition­ 
ing are of value in certain cases, 
particularly those instances in 
which the patient ie sensitive to 
pollens from plants. 
If the complete avoidance of 
contact with the substances to 
which the patient is sensitive 
does not control the condition, 
injections of gradually-incm u- 
ing amounts of extracts from 
these various substances may be 
tried. If reactions to the injec­ 
tions occur, the giving of epine­ 
phrine by injection under the 
skin is necessary and. of course, 
the dosage of the extract mus be 
cut down. 
In an acute attack of asthma 
an injection of epinephrine under 
the skin often brings relief The 
epinephrine may also be breathed 
into the lungs and. in some in­ 
stances, is helpful when taken by 
mouth. 
Another drug, known as am* 


| into a vein Sometimes an attack 
! of asthma may be so severe that 
it is necessary to put the patient 
I in a hospital. This makes it pos­ 
sible to eliminate dust, feathers, 
flowers, and similar substances. 
The room is kept scrupulously 
clean, using a damp mop or cloth, 
and avoiding strong disinfect­ 
ants. Air conditioning and pollen 
filters may be employed in the 
room. The patient is kept quiet 
and visitors are not permitted. 
Oxygen administered by means 
of an oxygen tent or a face mask 
is helpful. 
Born* times it may be necessary 
to give ether in the form of an 
enema, that is, Injection into the 
lower bowel. 
Fluid Intake 
Injections of glucose in salt 
solution in’o a vein are used to 
keep up t he patient's fluid int ake. 
Opiates are not perm itted. 
However, the barbiturate drugs 
may be of value Chloral hydrate, 
which Is also a quieting prepara­ 
tion, is used with benefit. 
The 
antihistamine 
prepara­ 
tions. too, are symptom-relieving 
In some cases 
Recently, ACTH, a hormone, 
which has been found valuable in 
arthritis, has been tried in as­ 
thma and found to give excep­ 
tionally good results in a number 
of cases. However, further trial 
of this treatment is necessary be­ 
fore its exact value may be deter­ 
mined.
